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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,4,5,13-16, 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bresina (U.S. Patent No. 5,741,256). Bresina discloses a device having 
an implant (Fig. 1), a shaft (16) defining a longitudinal axis, a plurality of blades (10 and 
12) that are helically twisted (Col. 2, line 26), and has a set of blades that varies 
longitudinally (Col. 3, lines 15-20). Also disclosed is a variable blade width from 
proximal to distal ends (Col. 3, lines 23-25), at least one blade with a substantially 
constant blade width (Col. 3, line 1 5), the blades twisting about 90 degrees (Col. 3, line 
22), an implant configured and dimensioned for implantation into the femoral head (Col. 
1, lines 7-8), an implant having a cannulation to receive a guide wire (Col. 3, lines 29- 
33), and an implant that is capable of attachment with an insertion device. The invention 
is Bresina further discloses that the maximum diameter of the bladed portion is smaller 
than the maximum diameter of the non-bladed portion (See Fig. 1 below).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 6-12, 25-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Bresina '256 in view of Lasner (U.S. Patent No. 5,120,171). Bresina discloses the 

above invention except for a variable blade height that increases in the direction along 

the longitudinal axis. Lasner shows a variable height along the longitudinal axis near the 

distal tip (14) of the device. Lasner describes the function of having a variable height in 

that the device can pass through cortical bone without cracking or damaging the bone. It 

would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 

incorporate the variance in height of Lasner with the invention of Bresina to facilitate the 

implantation of the insertion device into the femur.
